Hilo Land Office Reeks 
With Scandalous 
Management.

With the return 
of Assistant Attor- 
ney General Prosser from Hnwnll comes 
a story of shortages and defalcations in 
the land olllce that equals the methods 
of personal graft disclosed In the Hono- 
lulu Investigations. 
The money of Por- 
tuguese and others who hnve attempted 
to take up lands has been deliberately 
misapplied, 
held on the personal 
securi- 
ty of the land agents and finally 
dis- 
appeared. 
Indictment 
by 
the 
Grand 
Jury wound 
up 
In a hung Jury, 
but 
proof has since been collected that will 
send a warrant 
post 
haste- - after 
one 
offender, 
who 
Is apparently 
the chief 
robber, though he hides his own blame 
upon an absentee. 
"My Investigations Into the account 
of Mr. K. D. Baldwin," said Mr. 
Proa-se- r 
yesterday 
morning, 
"showed 
that 
no books had been kept showing the 
cash transactions 
of 
the olllce. 
Re- 
ceipts were given 
from ordinary blank 
books and the stubs of these were miss- 
ing. 
"A native or other person applying to 
the Innd agent for.a patent put up the 
entire nmount of purchase money ac 
cording to valuation. 
Twenty-liv- 
e' 
per 
cent, of this wns forwarded to the Ho- 
nolulu 
olllce by Baldwin 
nnd the rest 
received nnd held as a personal deposit 
until the patent 
wns Issued. 
"These 
moneys 
were 
held often for 
four years, during which time no rents 
or interests were charged nnd the 
les- 
sees 
fondly 
Imagined 
they owned 
the 
patents. 
I made a thorough Investiga- 
tion, going Into the matter to the 
bot- 
tom and looking 
up nil those who had 
applied for or paid 
for patents. 
We 
found some thirty, nil of whom believed 
that they hnd paid the money 
In to a 
government official who had accepted 
it 
on behalf of the government. 
None 
of them hnd any understanding 
that 
their money 
was being 
held as a per 
sonal 
deposit 
by 
Baldwin 
and 
all 
thought they had secured their patents. 
"It was on Just this point, 
however, 
that the Grand Jury, a very creditable 
body of thirteen 
men, 
failed 
to Indict 
Baldwin, 
holding that the moneys 
paid 
did not belong to the government until 
the patents 
were, 
approved 
and thnt 
consequently there had been no defal- 
cation of government funds. 
"Besides 
this Baldwin held a letter 
from Boyd at the head of his depart- 
ment authorizing 
him 
to 
hold such 
moneys as personal credits." 
In contradistinction 
to this, another 
land agent held a letter from Boyd 
tell- 
ing 
him not to so accept 
and 
hold 
money, and the tale goes of how this 
land agent finally, against Instructions, 
accepted 
in full the payment of an im- 
portunate 
Japanese, giving what the 
latter thought was a receipt In return. 
When 
the 
Japanese, 
however, 
later 
tried to sell his land and produced 
the 
receipt It turned out to be 
merely 
a 
promissory note 
from 
the land agent 
who claimed 
he had been 
loaned 
the 
money. 
W. K. Ttngsdale, 
who collected 
rents 
from landholders nnd appropriated the 
same, was indicted nnd brought before 
a jury of eight Hawallans 
and four 
white men, the result being n mistrial. 
It Is said that the Jury would not have 
hung had Baldwin been 
indicted, 
but 
that 
the natives were furious at the 
white man going free while Ragsdale, 
the part native, was Indicted. 
Since the lack of indictment against 
Baldwin, 
however, 
fresh proof of 
de- 
falcation hns come to the hands of the 
Attorney General's department 
which 
will result In fresh action against him. 
Auditor Fisher now holds Papers and 
receipts personally signed 
by Baldwin 
as land agent which show the handling 
of $1,042.90 
paid In on purchnse leases. 
The books credit Baldwin with 
$260.72 
of this amount, but 
$782.18

Co., 
the survey for which

begun 
In March, 
1902, construction on 
July IS following. 
Owing 
to 
the 
Inaccessible 
nature 
of 
the country, 
the 
weather, 
labor 
troubles and other causes, 
great 
dif- 
ficulties 
had 
to 
be 
contended 
with. 
The 
Honokohau 
stream 
has a 
dry-- 
weather 
(low 
of 
15 
millions 
gallons 
per day, of which over 12 million gallons 
are now flowing on the plantation. The 
ditch has a capacity of 30 million 
gal- 
lons to carry freshets and for future 
developments. 
There are 40 tunnels of 
a total length of 3 
2 
miles: three 
In- 
verted siphons 
36 Inches 
In diameter 
and 6 bridges from 
33 to 45 feet high. 
In 
some 
places the water 
Is 
con- 
veyed 
In a concrete aqueduct. In others 
In a ditch of masonry In cement or a 
flume carried on a bench excavated 'In 
rock cutting over dilhcult palls. 
Some 
of the tunnels are lined with concrete 
or masonry. 
One of the main features 
of the work is the extensive use of 
the cemented 
rock lining for the ditch, 
where the formation was too Assured 
or porous 
to hold water:

shade better than tho Blueficlds. 
Tho 
Hawaiian article, moreover, 
keeps bet- 
ter, provided 
It la not damaged In tho 
handling 
and 
shipping, and 
ripens 
beautifully. 
As 
you wnlkalonir tho 
street where tho fruit stores are you 
have nn difficulty 
In picking 
out 
tho 
Hawaiian from the Bluefleld 
variety 
for bunches of tho latter have to be 
hung from both ends of tho stem and 
when 
tho fruit 
Is ripe tho Hawaiian 
Is much more beautiful. 
"Thero 
la a great 
opening 
for 
tho 
Hawaiian 
banana 
growers 
In 
San 
Francisco 
and further 
north. 
I 
am 
hero to arrange, 
If possible, for hand- 
ling the fruit there and believe I can 
do bo to good advantage. 
During tho 
time I wns at tho coast I talked with 
men who knew bananas from 
Uio time 
the land was cleared for planting nnd 
I learned something about packing for 
shipment. A mistake has been made 
here 
In packing 
them 
wet or 
allow- 
ing them to remnln 
In 
tho rnln 
be- 
tween 
the packing and shipping. The 
result of this has been that Instead of 
the beautiful golden 
fruit you see In 
the shops hero you have a dingy black- 
ened bunch that is by no means 
In- 
viting 
to 
tho consumer and of little 
value to tho grower when he gotR his 
roturn.i. 
The first thing to bo done la 
to Improve 
the method of packing; If 
they could 
bo shipped 
without 
pack- 
ing 
In leaves they would ripen more 
slowly on tho voyage and bring better 
returns. 
The 
Hawaiian 
fruit, 
morq 
particularly the HIlo fruit, ripens from 
tho 
top to the bottom 
of the bunch 
nnd a hand at a time, and that Is one 
of the reasons why the dealers and 
consumers prefer It 'to that from 
Blue-fiel- ds 
which Is droopy and dead lock- 
ing with bananas 
dropping from tho 
bunch as long ns It Is hung up."

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THE RUSSIAN SITUATION. 


The war in Asia appears seriously 
to 
threaten 
the Internal peace 
of Itussla 
and may result In a partial ntonement 
for some of the crimes that have 
her history. 
The partition 
of 
Poland 
In 
1772. 
enlarged 
In 
1791, and 
ratified by the Treaty of Vienna 
In 1814, 
was an Ineffaceable outrage. 
If possi- 
ble, the Husslanlzntlon 
of Finland was 
more shameful. 
This country, attached 
to, Sweden 
In 1157, but for centuries 
In- 
vested 
with 
the substantial 
right 
of 
was annexed to Rus- 
sia in 1809, under the condition that her 
fundamental 
laws 
and 
her religion 
should 
be sacredly 
preserved. 
Alexan- 
der I. took a detailed 
oath, invested 
with every 
element 
of solemnity 
"to 
maintain all these privileges 
and laws 
firm and unbroken 
In their full force." 
This oath was repeated by each of his 
successors 
and by the present Czar at 
the deathbed 
of his father. 
Positive 
statutes, npplled solely to Finland, wero 
enacted 
to the effect that the now sov- 
ereign could not abolish an old law nor 
create a new law, without the unan- 
imous consent of the Diet, and, as late 
as April 
3, 
1SG9, Alexander II. declared 
this legislation 
or regulation to bo 
Ir- 
revocable. 
On February 15, 1S99, the present Czar 
deliberately and 
In wanton violation 
of 
his own oath placed the Finnish Diet 
under the control of the Russian Coun- 
cil of State, nnd promulgated a mnss 
of despotic 
rules that, 
In their 
atrocl-t- 
y, 
have 
never 
been 
excelled. 
The 
Finns, filled with 
self-respe- 
reared to 
manly Independence, 
nnd proud of their 
polished 
city, 
Helslngfors, 
and of the 
material 
and) intellectual 
development 
of their nntlve 
land, hae lost no op- 
portunity to migrate to other parts of 
the globe. 
The Russian tyianny 
has 
not only 
been continued but 
Intensi- 
fied. 
These Insults 
to humanity 
demand 
reparation. 
They are only Illustrate 
o 
of a long series of offenses by the only 
surviving representative 
of the worst 
' features of the Jllddle Ages. 
In diplo- 
macy Russian mendacity has shocked 
the moral sense of mankind. 
She is an 
Ishmacl among nations, because 
no one 
believes 
her. 
Her falsehoods 
In refer- 
ence to her occupation 
of Manchuila are 
virtually 
avowed. 
"' Whatever ihe final result of the war 
may be, thus far 
Russia 
has 
been 
scourged 
by Japan. 
But her difficulties 
are seriously aggravated 
by Internal 
disorders, 
information of which 
la 
or- 
dinarily repressed 
nnd 
only 
leaks out 
through the opportunities that. In these 
progressive 
dnys, 
medievalism 
cannot 
entirely close. 
Enslaved nationalities, 
within her territory, are awake to the 
situation and thirsting for revenge ntrl 
freedom. 
Such men as Tolstoi nre even 
penetrating the tough hide of the com- 
mon 
Muscovites. 
It 
is evident that 
there 
Is 
disaffection, 
to some 
extent, 
In the Russian army and navy. 
Whole- 
sale executions 
In vaiious parts of the 
empire 
are .being giadually 
reported. 
In Warsaw alone It is hinted 
that six 
hundred 
persons 
hav e 
been 
hanged 
within a few weeks. 
These indications of a severe 
inter- 
nal conlllct between the aspiring foices 
of civilization nnd a petrified 
autocra- 
cy nre significant 
nnd Indeed ominous.

In a Chicago 
club, 
by

cy of concentration nnd exclusion have 
been there succeeded 
by Intelligent nnd 
combined labor for development 
nnd for 
Increase 
of the best elements 
of popu- 


lation. 
Among other things, the con 
struction of capacious 
Irrigating cnnals 
has resulted 
In the division 
of larg 
tracts of land Into farms of from twen- 
ty to forty ncres, so thnt where former- 
ly a few men gathered fortunes, now 
hundreds of fnmllles 
nre supported in 
comfort. 
This hns 
been 
done 
In the 
San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys 
where, during the summer time at least, 
the heat Is far greater and more oppres- 
sive than In the Hawaiian Islands. 
A public 
Jubilee, 
lasting 
for 
three 
days, 
over the 
completion 
of one of 
these cnnnls, has Just been held at Mo- 
desto 
In Stanislaus County. 
Practical- 
ly every Interest in the State was rep- 
resented. 
Governor 
Pardee and 
Pres- 
ident Wheeler of the Berkeley 
Univer- 
sity were there. 
W. S. Green, the edi- 
tor of the Colusa 
Sun, 
who has 
de- 
voted 
his life to Irrigation, was 
pres- 
ent 
and 
was 
greutly honored. 
The 
State Board 
of Trade, the California 
Promotion 
Association 
and the 
Mer- 
chants' 
Association 
of 
San 
Francisco 
sent prominent nnd able delegates. 
The 
speeches 
were all crammed 
with facts 
and blended 
Into 
each 
other. 
Jnmes 
A. 
W.iymlre, 
a lawyer who has 
ex 
ceeded all other men 
In the adaptation 
of the Wal statutes 
to local 
necessi 
ties and 
both sunk and raised a 
for- 
tune in. the Tut lock Irrigating district, 
showed' by comparison 
that California 
Is llclier than Italy and could support 
forty millions 
of people. 
In San 
Francisco, 
a few days later, 
the 
California 
Promotion 
Association 
held Its nnnual banquet, the object and 
subject of 
which 
was 
the 
rapid 
ad 
vancement 
of the commercial metropolis 
nnd the state. 
Men of force, experience 
nnd patriotism moulded 
facts nnd fig 
ures of different Industries Into a com- 
pact 
and startling 
whole, 
filled with 
evidences 
of prosperity nnd 
of future 
probabilities. 
It was ptoved that Cali- 
fornia, with two per cent, of the popu- 
lation, 
agriculturally 
and Industrially 
leads the Union at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion. 
Proportionately she is far ahead 
of any other section 
In manufactures, 
In farm products. In agricultural 
prod- 
ucts, 
in lumber products, 
In mineral 
moduets, In farm animals, In Improved 
farms, 
In 
miles 
of 
railroad, in the 
amount spent for education, 
and in the 
development 
and application of electric 
power. 
John McNaught, 
a 
hard-traine- 
d 
Journalist who has lately" become a 
noted orator, wns naturally rnoed to 
"touching eloquence." 
But sentiment, though an appropriate 
adjunct of the occasion,

vent decisive action.

FINALLY

HEARST 


A Long Wrangle Ended by an laukea Appeal 
to the Natives 
and the Passage of 
the Yellow Kid Resolution. 
t 


All appeals to reason and common sense of the more conserv- 
ative members of the Democratic Convention to have the Democratic 
delegation from Hawaii to the St. Louis Convention go uninstructed 
as to a presidential 
nominee, were thrust aside last night when 
Chairman Gurtis laukea made his speech in favor of an instructed 
delegation 
for Hearst. 
A resolution 
introduced by Palmer Woods 
that the six delegates 
vote for Hearst, and no other, was voted 
through with a wild whoop, the Hawaiian 
members giving vent to 
their enthusiasm 
with cheers and hat throwing. 
The conservative 
clement was pushed aside to make way for the Hearst boom, which 
was lugged in by the cars during the day and held in the midst of 
die convention until the native members, who formed the majority, 
were swayed by claptrap oratory into making an 
iron-cla- d 
rule for 
the sextette of St. Louis delegates. 
The whole of last night's session was devoted to debating, "To 
be instructed 
or not be to, that is the question." 
It was a battle 
royal and the braves went into the fray with all their warpaint on, 
their tomahawks 
out for hammering, 
and the floodgates of oratory 
loosened up. 
From start to finish the resolution 
to instruct was 
shunted about like 
a'shuttlc-cock- .

ually worked forward to within 400 me- 
ters of the Russian lines, where they 
encountered wire and other entangle- 
ments.
